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WINTER  SPORTS  IN  AUSTRIA

sloping  meadows  of  the  Alpine  foot-hills,  the  long  soft  sweep  of 
the  middle  mountains,  the  high  Alpine  reaches  comprise  a  ski 
paradise  of  thousands  of  square  miles  ideally  suited  to  skiers  at 
every  stage  of  skill.  Ski  sport,  introduced  into  Austria  about  half 
a  century  ago,  is  now  a  national  sport  practised  by  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  city  dwellers  as  well  as  country  people.  From  the 
initial  introduction  of  ski  sport  into  Central  Europe,  Austria '  has 
offered  a  systematic  training  through  its  ski  schools,  first  through 
the  Alpine  ski  technique  of  Mathias  Zdarsky,  then,  later,  through 
the  world  famous  Arlberg  technique  of  Hannes  Schneider  which 
laid  the  foundation  for  the  modern  teaching  methods  of  the  present 
Austrian  ski  schools.  Prominent  Austrian  skiers  have  contributed  a 
lion's  share  to  the  development  of  an  Alpine  ski  technique  which 
has  won  acclaim  and  been  adopted  throughout  the  world.  So 
adaptable  is  the  Austrian  ski  technique  that  it  can  be  used  on  both 
the  most  difficult  terrain  and  snow  conditions,  to  produce  the  most 
spectacular  feats  of  the  racers  or  to  make  possible  the  safest  most 
enjoyable   execution   of  extensive   ski   tours. 

Since  1945  Austrian  ski  technique  has  produced  such  outstanding 
results  at  all  international  events  that  it  has  demonstrated  that  it 
is  linked  with  the  long  tradition  of  generations  of  successful  ski 
racers.
